Carranzistas In Charge 


EL PASO, TEX., MAY 17.—Amer- 


ican troops have been succeeded at 
San Antonio, Mexico, by forces of the 
Carranssa army, .according lo official an 
nouncement of General Gabriel Gavira 
commander of the Carranza garrison 
in Juarez. 


General Gavira announced that the 


American troops were retiring north 
and that his forces were replacing 
them thruout the region over which 
the Americans have been scounting af- 
ter and battling with the Villistas. 


"General Jacinto Trevino is moving 


north from Torreon," said the gen- 
eral, "with a large force of men to~ be 
used in establishing protection of your 
border in order that there will not 
be further raids. General Trevino will 
be in command of the military forces 
of the entire state of Chihuahtl. ' 


"As to the number, of troops that 


will occupy the state I am unable to 
state but it is the largest movement 
of the troops ever made on Mexican 
soil."

But Ions? before wages hit the Upward trail, prices had ROIM 
scaring find if they remained stationary for the balance of this yen 
at least, wages would certainly not overtake them before the jear' 
end. 


So, the most thrifty of ns will do well to give heed to what on 


local merchants will have to say in the next few days about what i 
dollar will buy. 
With the best they can do their offerings will he al 


too small compared with what they were able to exchange for ; 
dollar twenty, ten, even iive years ago. 


But there is no use in theorizing and making idle comparisons 


with what our fathers boi or what we could buy a decade ago. "I 
is a condition, and not a theory that confronts us." K\en pcopl 
usually referred to as rich are no lousier too proud to scan the news 
paper advertisements for honest bargains, to see just how lar thej 
can make a daddy dollar go. 


And the buying public should not forget that tlie local marke 


is their best market. 
It is possible for the farmer to sell his truck 


liis Ihe stock or his grain. 200 or .100 miles fiom here. 
But he shoulc 


be shrewd enough always to sic and never forget that his mos 
profitable market is right here at home.

It is a mutual affair, a game of give and take. The more pros- 


perous our home merchants the belter spenders they can and will 
be: the larger their pay rolls \\ill be: the more improvements they 
will he able to make-, the more their sales, the hrger and better their 
purchases of stocks; and, in turn, tlie greater inducements they can 
offer the public in months to come.
